Water  Will  Aid  Utah, 
Says  Incumbent  Clyde

“It  is  j’’OU  who  have  the  most  at  stake,”  Governor  George 
Dewey  Clj'de  told  Brigham  Young  University  faculty  and 
students  in  a political  rally  at  Eyring  Science  (jenter  Llonday 
at  4 p.m. 

Utah  lias  not  developed  its  resources  and  has  therefore 
been  a feeder  state,  said  Clyde.  I came  into  politics,  intimated 
Clyde,  because  I knew  the  potential  resources  of  Utah  and 
wanted  to  see  them  developed. 

CLYDE  STATED  that  the  right  to  vote  is  of  great  value 
and  indifference  is  the  classical  symbol  of  disintegration. 

“You  are  facing  an  important  decision  in  which  you  will 
either  end  up  with  total  dependence  on  government  or  rise 
to  the  higher  principles  upon  wdiich  our  country  was  based : 
dignity  of  man;  individual  rights;  free  enterprise;  freedom 
of  worship;  and  governments  created  and  designed  to  serve 
the  people.”  said  Clyde. 

A public  official  is  symbolic  of  the  people  he  represents 
and  should  be  both  willing  and  able  to  expose  his  abilities 
and  character,  to  stand  the  glare  of  scrutiny,  so  stated  Clyde. 

When  he  became  governor  he  said  that  he  inherited  a 
$17  2/10  million  backlog  of  needs  so  that  much  of  tlie  balance 
of  the  state’s  budget  went  toward  the  liquidation  of  those 
needs.  He  said  that  he  was  able  to  increase  efficiency  in  au- 
diting and  taxing  procedures  so  that  more  than  $9  million 
were  added  to  the  budget  without  affecting  the  pocketbooks 
of  those  who  were  already  paying  taxes. 

HE  FURTHER  indicated  the  great  progress  the  state 
has  recently  made.  Our  population  has  increased  200,000  in 
the  last  ten  years,  he  said.  Clyde  quoted  figures  of  the  in- 
crease of  educational,  highway  and  water  development  expen- 
ditures and  the  increased  economy  these  expenditures  had 
provided. 

“Don’t  accept  dependence  on  government,”  Clyde 
warned,  “as  it  means  softness.”  He  told  of  tlie  seagulls  off 
the  coast  of  Georgia  that  became  dependent  on  trash  fish. 
When  the  boats  no  longer  fed  them,  they  starved.

The  letter,  signed  by  Archbishop  Davis 
and  Bishops  James  E.  MacManus  and  Luis 
Aponte  Martinez,  all  of  whom  are  American- 
born,  was  read  in  every  church  in  the  island 
a commonwealth  belonging  to  the  United 
States.  It  told  Catholics  not  to  vote  for  Mu- 
noz Marin’s  party  because  of  its  “moral  and 
religious  philosophy,”  based  on  the  church’s 
accusations  that  the  governor,  who  has  been 
divorced  once,  has  been  curtailing  religious 
education  and  encouraging  abortion.

In  a speech  prepared  for 
Marietta,  Ohio,  the  Vice  Pres- 
ident kept  up  his  charge  that 
Kennedy  is  playing  loose  with 
the  truth  concerning  U.  S.  pres- 
tige abroad.  The  Democratic 
nominee,  Nixon  said,  “has  been 
trying  to  win  this  election  by 
recklessly  downgrading  the  Un- 
ited States.  He  has  done  this 
with  misleading  statements,  with 
misrepresentations,  with  half 
truths.” 

KENNEDY  ATTACKED  the 
GOP  candidate’s  aid-to-education 
stand  in  an  address  prepared  for 
Carpenterville.  111.  He  said  Nix- 
on had  raised  a “false  issue”  by 
contending  that  federal  aid  for 
teachers’  salaries  could  lead  to 
government  control  of  educa- 
tion. 

Nijftin  told  a Pittsburgh  audi- 
ence that  Kennedy’s  spending 
plans  were  a “major  contribut- 
ing factor”  to  the  current  gold 
speculation  in  London.  He  sug- 
gested Kennedy’s  election  could 
touch  off  a run  on  America’s 
shrinking  gold  stocks. 

KENNEDY'  shrugged  this  off. 
He  said  Nixon  was  showing 
“signs  of  tension”  by  making 
the  charge.  A Rock  Island,  111., 
audience  laughed  wh.en  the 
Massachusetts  senator  declared, 
“He  blames  me  for  the  increase 
in  gold  on  the  London  market. 
If  Mr.  Nixon  is  listening,  I didn’t 
do  it.” 

NIXON  said  Kennedy’s  Cuba, 
Matsu-Quemoy  and  U2  policies 
represented  “disastrous’  ’errors 
of  judgement  that  could  plunge 
the  world  into  war.  He  said  Ken- 
nedy was  “the  kind  of  man 
Khrushchev  could  make  mince- 
meatpov.” 

Kennedy  said  any  resemblance 
between  the  Vice  President’s 
campaign  promises  and  previous 
record  “is  purely  coincidental.” 
He  described  Nixon  as  a “no” 
man  who  would  get  a “no”  from 
American  voters  on  election  day.

Nibley 
is  noted  for  his  many  books  on 
Mormonism  and  biographies  of 
famous  Church  leaders.

SpeakerBlames 
ideals  Slide 
On  ‘Momism’

“Americans  have  thrown  out 
ideals  for  a mess  of  catch  phras- 
es.” 

William  T.  Kelley’,  author  and 
editor,  issued  this  charge  at  the 
Monday  Forum  assembly  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse.  His  discussion, 
centered  on  the  “sad  state  of  af- 
fairs’’ of  the  ideals  of  life,  lib- 
erty and  the  pursuit  of  happiness 
stated  in  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence. 

THE  DECLINE  of  ideals  in 
America  lies  in  our  apathy  to 
these  ideals  he  said. 

An  example  of  decline  in  the 
ideal  of  life  is  prevalence  of 
“momism”  and  the  “permissive 
home.”  He  blamed  these  condi- 
tions for  causing  an  attitude  of 
“nolo  contender”  in  the  Ameri- 
can people.  They  also  demon- 
strate the  male’s  “unwillingness 
to  face  his  problem  or  raise  his 
voice.” 

Liberty  and  the  phrase  “all 
men  are  created  equal,”  should 
not  be  equated,  the  speaker 
said. 

DEFINING  pursuit  of  happi- 
ness as  the  quest  for  spirituality, 
he  said  that  Americans  now  use 
religion  only  as  a social  force. 

“Religion  is  in  a decline.”  he 
said,  adding  that  “Americans  are 
beyond  a religious  revival.” 

“We  don’t  consider  religion  as 
an  ultimate  challenge,”  he  of- 
fered. 

“DESPAIR  at  the  condition  of 
our  ideals  may  be  the  open  door 
to  the  rebuilding  of  them,”  he 
told  his  audience.

interior  Asst.  Speaks  at  Rally, 
Says  National  Purpose  Not  Lost 


Elmer  Bennett,  Asst.  Secretary 
of  Interior,  asserted  that  the  Re- 
publican party  had  upheld  the 
national  purposes  of  government 
in  a political  rally  speech  to 
several  hundred  people  at  the 
Eyring  Science  Center  Monday 
at  4 p.m. 

BENNETT,  a world  expert  on 
irrigation,  said  he  had  become 
associated  with  the  Department 
of  Interior  seven  years  ago  as  a 
legislative  counselor.  He  was  in 
the  legislative  council  when  the 
Upper  Colorado  River  Storage 
Project  came  up  for  considera- 
tion and  was  often  a witness  to 
the  administration  and  the  Presi- 
dent in  regard  to  the  project. 

He  became  acquainted  with 
George  D.  Clyde,  governor  of 
Utah,  through  reclamation  pro- 
jects where  he  gained  a respect 
for  Clyde’s  judgment  and  integ- 
rity, he  said. 

Bennett  attacked  election 
claims  of  the  Democratic  party, 
which  assert  that  the  national” 
purpose  has  been  lost. 

“Since  1953  the  gross  national 
product  has  increased  from  $437 
billion  to  $505  billion,”  said  Ben- 
nett. 

He  further  pointed  to  an  ii\- 
crease  'of  seven  million  jobs  na- 
tionally and  the  Utah  96  per  cent 
income  increase.
